Plant With Care, and see that the ‘earth 
is packed firmly about the roots and that all 
trees planted are thoroughly wet down and 
well mulched. The ground should be well 
prepared before planting and given thor- 
ough cultivation afterwards. 

On receipt of.stock, dip roots in wacer 
and bury in “moist -ground;-except .straw-- 
berry and raspberry plants, which should 
not be wet, but open the bundles and spread 
ut, packing ‘the soil firmly to the roots. All 
stock should be set out as soon as possible. 

To parties wishing same, a short list of 
instructions in regard to planting and cul- 
fiivation of stock, spraying and formulas, 
will be mailed on request.
